Lonpon, June 4.—The interest taken 
in the Baccarat scandal trial is un- 
abated. The usual crowd of fashion- 
_ able people were present when court 
opened this morning on the fourth day 
of the case. 

Arthur Stanley Wilson was the tirst 
witness. His cross-examination was 
ecntinued. It commenced with a long 
and not very interesting discussion as 
to the positions of thé tables used in 
_ playing baccarat. In the cross-exame 
- ination the fact was elicited that the 
counters used in the baccarat games 
‘at Dranby Craft, were the property of 
‘ithe Prince of Wales, and werea set 
earried about by him when visiting 
country houses. 

Berkeley Levett, one of the defen- 
dants in the case, was the next wit- 
ness. Levett was pale and very ner- 
vous. The Lieutenant’s testimony 
in substance confirmed that of young 
Mr. Wilson in regard to what took 
place at Tranby Croft on September 
Sth, 9th and 10th.

Lonpon, June 4.—The Telegraph's 
St. Petersburg correspondent gives a 
pitiable account of the destitution 
prevailing in the districts of Kazan, 
Simbirsk, Samara, Nichni, Novgorod 
and Penza. The correspondent says 
hundreds of persons have died of hun- 
gar in the past five weeks. The peas- 
ants in Simbirsk and Samara districts 
revolted and attacked the corn mwaga- 
zines. A number of conflicts occurred 
between the peasagits and the troops, 


many injured. Gloomy harvest prds- 
pects increase the Norror of the situa=# 
tion. The Minister of the Interior has 
forbidden any reference to the famine 
by the newspapers.

All of the States mentioned have 
made liberal appropriations to en- 
able them to present the facilities 
they offer the home-seeker'to the 
best advantage. Nevada has never 
apprepriated a dollar, but a few of 
her more patriotic citizens have 
contributed of their private means 
thirty-seven hundred dollars 
towards calling the world’s atten- 
tion to our undeveloped resources.

OSCEOLA DISTRICT. 


Good Prospects fer a Prosperous 
Season, 


Prospects are brightening at Osceola 
District, out in White Pine county, 
and indications are good fora pros- 
perous season. The deep snow will 
afford an abundance of water for the 
placers. At present there is no work 
going on in the quartz lodes, but there 
soon will be. The Cumberland Osce- 
ola group, now owned by a Boston 
syndicate, will start up within the 
next thirty days. They will sink a 
shaft and run a tunnel and do general 


development work oh the Cumberland, 
which bas a shaft down 100 feet and 
a tunnel in 80 feet, and has been 
opened at other points on the eight- 
foot vein, which has four feet of pay 
ore, consisting of white honeycombed 
quartz, which will average about $28 
in free gold. The Osceola mine, he- 
longing to the group, is one mile 
away, and has a vein three feet. wide 
that runs $22 in gold. It hasa shaft 
down 80 feet, and drifts have been 
started both ways; then there is a 
good stope above. This vein has been 
atrippod on the surface a distance of 
600 feet. The Royal Flush has a shaft 
down 160 feet, with 18 inches of ore 
atthe bottom that mills $30 in gold. 
The Revenue has a vein two feet wide, 
on whicha shaft has gone down 20 
feet. This ore is still better, ranning 
from $30 to $45 per ton. These four 
claims owned by the Boston syndicate 
promise to develop into a very big 
gold property. It is only lately that 
they were purchased from Duff Brown 
by the Raddatz brothers and then 
sold to the Boston men, who have 
fully paid for them. 

It is related of aun that was made 
in one of the bars this spring, where 
in a space of 80 feet long, 12 feet wide 
and an average of 8 feet deep, Boone 
Tilford took out $2,5C9 in gold. He 
now has six or eight men in his mine 
and some others are at work, and all 
exp oct big pay this season. The Os- 
ceola Gravel Mining Company 1s 
handling a large amount of gravel this 
season, and will make a big cleanup 
in gold.

Indicating a Prosperous Outlook 
in Every Field.

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THE TOWER OF VICTORY, 


_Compietion of the Monument at Newburg 
) After Nearly Two Years’ Labor. 
The Tower of Victory at Washington's 
headquarters in Newburg, work upon 
which was reeently completed, is the 
outcome of a. movement which. was 
originated in the years. 1880-81, the 
| primary design being to mark by a {fit- 
_tisg monument the spot where the Con- 
tinental army disbanded, as well as the 
encampment groundsat New Windsor 
and those of Fishkill. This design, 
however, was subsequently changed to 
'a single monument at Newburg which 
| should commemorate the whole. 
Work was begun upon the structure, 


/says the New York Herald, early in the | 


| spring of 1889, and the tower itself was 
'completed in October of that year. 
| There wasn’t enough money, however, 
and things were at a standstill from 
that time till the appropriation of thirty- 
| two thousand dollars was made by the 
| national government. The latter was 
_to pay for the four bronze gates and the 
four bronze statues that adorn the 
_niches on the exterior of the memorial. 
The design represents a tower of vic- 
_ tory, built of stone, of a rectangular 
form. Its dimensions on ground lines 
are thirty-seven by thirty-two feet, and 
its total height is fifty-three feet. Four 
large archways open into the atrium, 
one on each side. 
_ Inthe center of the-atrium, upon a 
_ polished pedestal of red granite, which 
| stands upon four large crabs, stands a 
life-size statue of Gen. Washington. 
This is the work of William Rudolf 
'O'Donovan, of New York, and the 
| statue is said to have cost ten thousand 
dvllars. -Mr. O'Donovan has repre- 
sented Washington in the act of sheath- 
| ing his sword. 
. From the ground floor of the tower 
two narrow spiral staircases (one for 
| escent and one for descent) lead to a 
| belvidere or open outlook, capable of 
holding about one hundred persons.

An Associate for the Kaiser. 

A story circulated at the time of the 
Emperor William’s death is just now 
again being repeated. The tale had 
somcthing dramatic about it, and re- 
cent events lend to it an air of proba- 
bility. The old emperor on his death- 
bed sent for his grandson, and, explain- 
ing to him the difficulties of govern- 
ment and the possibility that he might 
be emperor while still a young man, 
made him promise to associate his 
younger brother in the administration 
of affairs.
